A DECISION on a public in¬ 
quiry into windfarms in Mid 
Wales is expected to be made 
imminently - as the area’s MP 
claimed the plans were now 
“stuffed” after a Government 
announcement that lucrative 
subsidies have been scrapped. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
said he is confident the five windfarms 
subject to the public inquiry and more 
that are in the pipeline would now not 
be able to go ahead following the an¬ 
nouncement by David Cameron that 
subsidies for onshore windfarms have 
been axed. 

Mr Davies said he now believes there is “no 
way” the planned windfarms not already given 
approval could be given the go-ahead in Mid 
Wales. And he said because of that, there would 
be no need for the National Grid’s controver¬ 
sial Mid Wales Connection Project, which would 
see the energy generated by the windfarms con¬ 
nected to the national supply. The National Grid 
project would see a 33-mile power cable built 
between Cefn Coch near Llanfair Caereinion 
to Lower Frankton near Oswestry. Most of the 
line will be carried on overhead pylons, spark¬ 
ing fears from campaigners the line will damage 
the countryside and be detrimental to the tour¬ 
ist industry. Mr Davies said he hoped the Gov¬ 
ernment’s stance on subsidies would halt the 
windfarm plans, which were subject to a long 
public inquiry before an inspector in Welshpool, 
in their tracks. 

He said: “We know the inspector handed his 
report to the Department of Energy and Climate 
Change on December 8, 2014. 

“We read a Sunday Telegraph ‘leak’ in March 
that three of the five applications had been ap¬ 
proved and two had been refused and that the 
decision was to be deferred until after the elec- 
tion.Anyway, it is now after the election, so I 
suppose we can expect a decision soon, even if 
I’d prefer it to be deferred until 2020. 

“Secondly, and in my opinion much more im¬ 
portantly, there’s the subsidy position. These 
proposals did not have planning approval last 
Wednesday when the Prime Minister spoke. In 
my view, they cannot now expect to receive any 
subsidy. On the face of it, they are stuffed, and 
so is the line.” 

Jonathan Wilkinson, leader of Montgomer¬ 
yshire Against Pylons, said he believed an an¬ 
nouncement on the public inquiry is imminent. 

He said: “You cannot ask for it any clearer 
than from the mouth of the Prime Minister and 
I believe an announcement on the public inquiry 
is imminent. We have been waiting for this news 
for years and we feel like we are almost ready 
to celebrate. It will be interesting to hear the 
announcement, but even if the windfarm ap¬ 
plications are given the go-ahead, without the 
subsidies they can’t possibly go ahead.”

TRANSPORT 

Fears are voiced 
at proposals to 
cut bus services 

PLANNED £500,000 bus cuts would 
leave rural villages even more isolated 
and without access to vital services, it has 
been claimed. 

Powys County Council plans to cut up 
to 12 rural bus services, affecting up to 
80,000 passengers a year. 

Currently there are 29 bus routes oper¬ 
ating in Powys and 27 of them are subsi¬ 
dised by Powys County Council. Only two 
are run by commercial bus companies. 

But Aled Davies, county councillor for 
Llanrhaeadr-ym-Mochnant and Llansilin, 
said the cuts would hurt rural communi¬ 
ties. He said: “These cuts will have huge 
implications as most people who use the 
buses from villages want to head into 
town to see the GP or for work and the 
cost of a taxi is huge. 

“I think there should be an equality of 
service for all across Powys. It looks as 
though these rural communities of Mont¬ 
gomeryshire have been targeted.” 

Councillor John Brunt, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways, said the council was 
being put under pressure to make sav¬ 
ings. He said: “Public transport is a 
service that Powys chooses to provide 
although we don’t have to do so by law. 
We also support 19 community transport 
schemes and in a county like ours, fully 
recognise the importance of both services. 
However, the financial pressures we are 
under mean that we need to reduce the 
current spend.”

Opik criticises Lib Dems 
over tributes to late NIP

FORMER Mid Wales MP Lembit 
Opik has accused Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrat politicians of crying “croc¬ 
odile tears” over the death of 
former party leader Charles Ken¬ 
nedy. 

Mr Opik, who represented Mont¬ 
gomeryshire and knew Mr Kennedy 
well, said the warm tributes to the 
former MP stood in stark contrast to 
the way the party ousted him over his 
alcoholism. 

He particularly criticised Nick Clegg, the 
former Deputy Prime Minister who said: 
“Charles Kennedy on form, on a good day 
when he was feeling strong and happy, had 
more political talent in his little finger than 
the rest of us put together. 

“That’s why everyone felt it was just so 
tragic to see someone with such huge gifts 
also struggle, as many people do, with the 
demons that clearly beset him and the 
problems that he acknowledged that he had 
with alcohol.” 

Mr Opik said Mr Clegg was one of 25 
MPs who signed a letter in 2006 telling Mr 
Kennedy they were “no longer” willing to 
serve under his leadership because of his 
“serious medical condition”. 

“If the ‘serious medical condition’ re¬ 
ferred to had been, say, motor neurone 
disease or cancer, would anyone have con¬ 
sidered this letter sensitive, fair or even ac¬ 
ceptable? I think not,” said Mr Opik. 

“It would have been seen as out of order 
to make a public statement about a condi¬ 
tion nobody chooses and which many strug¬ 
gle with all their lives. 

“Alcoholism is not a choice, any more 
than other medical conditions are a choice. 
Yet in the UK alcohol dependency problems 
are treated as a taboo - or even as a joke. To 
issue a public statement of the type handed 
to Kennedy through the national papers 
is utterly at odds with any idea of altering 
public perceptions about a profoundly diffi¬ 
cult health problem.” 

He added: “Charles had built the Lib 
Dems to their highest Parliamentary stand¬ 
ing in the party’s history, with 62 MPs on 
the green benches. His alcohol problem was 
used as a brutal tool to depose him.” 

He added: “I have no doubt the Liberal 
Democrats would have done better with 
Kennedy, even given his alcohol issues, 
than it did with Clegg.” 


FOR Shropshire’s burgeoning real ale in¬ 
dustry, the future is not just bright - it is 
positively golden. 

The past 12 months has seen a surge in 
the sales of light-coloured ales as drinkers 
turn away from the bland lagers of the in¬ 
ternational giants, and the plethora of small 
independent breweries in the county have 
been reaping the rewards. 

Retail analyst Nielsen reports that sales 
of golden ale have soared by 26 per cent in 
the past year across all retailers, while sales 
of lager fell by three per cent over the same 
period. 

For Tesco, the UK’s biggest beer retailer, 
the trend is even more marked with year- 


on-year growth of 40 per cent, far larger 
than for any other type of beer. 

The figures come as little surprise to the 
growing number of small breweries across 
Shropshire and Mid Wales, who have also 
reported rapid growth in the sales of light- 
coloured beers. 

Oswestry’s Stonehouse Brewery, founded 
by Australian-born Shane Parr eight years 
ago, says demand had been so great that he 
was being forced to turn down business, as 
if he expanded his business he would lose 
the tax breaks which apply to microbrew¬ 
eries. 

Mr Parr, who combines traditional Brit¬ 
ish brewing techniques with specialist hops 


imported from his home country, believes 
that golden beers have an in-built advan¬ 
tage when taking part in ale competitions, 
as the powerful, hoppy flavours made them 
more likely to stand out from the crowd. 

But he says there is another reason why 
young people in particular are turning away 
from the mass-produced lagers. 

“I think that many young people like to 
be a bit different from their parents, not to 
be rebellious, but just to be a bit different,” 
he says. 

For people in their late teens or early 
20s, it was their parents who were the lager 
drinkers, and that is why they are turning 
to real ale.”

Plans put in 
place for big 
charityevent 

WELSHPOOL’S annual big charity 
event takes place on June 27 and this 
year the organisers will be fundrais¬ 
ing for “Support Our Paras” along 
with local organisations.

Road order made 
despite worries 

A STREET running alongside a town 
hall will be partly closed to traffic de¬ 
spite objections from traders. 

Business in Welshpool say the de¬ 
cision to place restrictions on Hall 
Street will make deliveries difficult. 

But the Montgomeryshire Com¬ 
mittee of Powys County Council has 
voted to make the traffic order. 

The traffic order consultation led to 
objections from four traders who op¬ 
erate from the town hall who said the 
proposed order will prevent their cur¬ 
rent loading and unloading activities. 

There was also a petition contain¬ 
ing 262 signatures from The Tuck 
Box business on Hall Street and an¬ 
other objection from a landlord on 
the street. A report to councillors said 
the current waiting prohibition order, 
from 8am to 7pm is being abused with 
vehicles often parked up along Hall 
Street for reasons other than loading 
and unloading. 


A HEALTH board has been put in spe¬ 
cial measures following “serious and 
outstanding concerns”. 

Last month a damning report re¬ 
vealed patients suffered institutional 
abuse at a mental health ward at one 
of the hospitals run by Betsi Cadwal- 
adr University Health Board, which 
covers the whole of North Wales and 
part of Mid Wales. 

Mark Drakeford, minister for health 


and social services, said a decision to 
put the health board in special meas¬ 
ures was made at a meeting on Mon¬ 
day. 

“This significant decision is made in 
line with the escalation framework,” 
he said. 

“It reflects serious and outstanding 
concerns about the leadership, govern¬ 
ance and progress in the health board 
over some time. 


“A thorough and balanced assess¬ 
ment has taken place on areas of con¬ 
cern that will form the basis of actions 
to be taken as a result of special meas¬ 
ures. 

“While the special measures apply 
to the health board, I want to reassure 
patients and communities served by 
the health board and staff working for 
it that day-to-day services and activi¬ 
ties will continue as normal.” 


The board was put under targeted 
intervention in March 2014, the high¬ 
est of any of the NHS organisations in 
Wales. 

Last month, the board’s chief exec¬ 
utive, Professor Trevor Purt, said he 
was “extremely sorry” for the treat¬ 
ment of some patients at the Tawel 
Fan ward of Gian Clwyd Hospital in 
Denbighshire, which he described as 
“shocking”. 


A WOMAN who slapped her sister- 
in-law up to 50 times in a row about 
her husband going to a nightclub has 
been given a 12-month community 
order. 

Anna Majkowska knocked on 
Justyna Gainska’s front door at 3am 
on February 22 and pushed her to the 
ground before repeatedly hitting her. 

Majkowska asked Mrs Gainska 
what her husband was doing in 
Welshpool’s Molto nightclub before 
repeatedly slapping her face, causing 
cuts and bruising to her face. 

Majkowska had denied a charge 
of assault by beating, but was found 
guilty at a trial. She appeared at 
Welshpool Magistrates Court on Tues¬ 
day for sentencing. 

In addition to the community order 
she was given 40 hours of unpaid 
work and ordered to pay £150 com¬ 
pensation, £620 costs and a £60 victim 
surcharge. 

Phil Sherrard, for Majkowska, said 
his client had a previously impeccable 
character. 

Drink-driver is 
banned from road 

A MAN who was so drunk he could 
not turn his car engine off has been 
banned from driving. 

Dariusz Dziadura was asked by 
police to switch off his engine. But 
he could not do so, so officers had to 
step in to do it. Dziadura, 42, of High 
Street, Llanfyllin, admitted a charge 
of drinking with excess alcohol at 
Welshpool Magistrates Court on Tues¬ 
day. He admitted having 118 micro¬ 
grammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres 
of breath. The legal limit is 35. 

He was given a 23-month driving 
ban, a 12-month community order, 40 
hours of unpaid work and was ordered 
to take an extended re-test. He was 
also ordered to pay £85 costs, a £60 
victim surcharge and a £150 criminal 
courts charge. Dziadura told the court: 
“My behaviour was inappropriate and 
I should not have done it. I admit that 
I did it and my actions were not safe 
for other road users.” 

Police arrest man 

ONE man was arrested after another 
man needed hospital treatment fol¬ 
lowing an incident in Oswestry. 

The incident happened on Cross 
Street just before 3.30am on Satur¬ 
day. 

Officers have said there was no risk 
to the public and they will not be mak- 
ing any further inquiries. 


Former mayor calls for 
changes at road junction

THE former mayor of Oswestry is 
calling for changes to a junction 
in the town before a serious ac¬ 
cident happens. 

Councillor John Gareth Jones, who 
has been mayor of the town three 
times, said he has been campaigning 
for changes to be made at the junction 
of Salop Road and Middleton Road/ 
Roft Street for five years. 

He has now renewed his calls following 
concerns by the residents’ association in 
the area around the junction. 

Five years ago Cllr Jones sent a letter 
to council bosses stating that traffic lights 
were long overdue at the junction. 

He said with having the medical centre 
in Middleton Road, pedestrians had great 
difficulty in crossing Salop Road. 

He said he is still of the same opinion 
now, and is encouraging residents to get 
behind the safety campaign. 

“I want people to come on board with us 
to get it sorted out for the safety of the res¬ 
idents. It’s not a very safe place to cross the 
road or to pull out in a car,” he said. 

“It is the most dangerous junction in 
Oswestry. 

“The only time I use it myself is when 
I’m turning left.” 

“I never come out of Middleton Road,” 
the former mayor added. 

Cllr Jones said he would like to see Roft 
Street made one way, so cars would only be 
able to turn into the road not turn out onto 
Salop Road. 

He said he also wants to see a pedestrian 
crossing with traffic lights at the junction 
which would be sensor activated so that 
when traffic was waiting to come out of 
Middleton Road the lights would change.

Ty-Llwyd Farm is the largest organic 
farm in England and Wales and has more 
than 3,100 mainly Welsh mountain sheep 
and Welsh black cattle and hill ponies.

Chamber of Commerce chairman Jools 
Payne told a meeting of the group she was 
worried the decision could be seen as un¬ 
democratic. 

She said: “We are putting in a formal 
letter of complaint about what we say is 
a lack of due process and democratic deci¬ 
sion-making.” 

Chamber member John Waine, who 
had been following the planning process 
for the supermarket closely, added: “The 
main problems are really the process and 
the consultation.

Oswestry Town Council deputy mayor 
Paul Milner told the meeting the town 
council shared some of the concerns. 

Councillor Milner said there had been 
calls for key decisions which affect the town 
to be taken by elected councillors at com¬ 
mittee, not by unelected officers. 

Meanwhile campaigners say new doubts 
hang over Shropshire Council’s handling 
of proposed housing near a 3,000-year-old 
hillfort. 

Members of the Hands Off Old Oswestry 
Hillfort campaign group are planning to 
challenge the decision to include the hous¬ 
ing development in the council’s SAMDev 
allocation, which lists sites approved for 
development over the next decade. 

Dr George Nash, an archaeology pro¬ 
fessor from Wem, said: “Based on recent 
media reports, it is clear that councillors 
at all levels and across the political spec¬ 
trum are extremely disappointed in the way 
Shropshire Council’s planning department 
exercise their decision-making.” 

Shropshire Council has said it would hold 
a consultation to create a planning process 
“that is efficient, consistent and transpar¬ 
ent”. Town and parish councils are being 
asked whether delegated powers to officers 
are being used correctly. Around 94 per 
cent of planning applications never get to 
be debated. They are instead determined by 
planning officers.

A NEW section of towpath has been opened 
on the Montgomery Canal. 

The £260,000 path in Llanymynech is the 
seventh section of towpath to be upgraded. 

A new all-weather, hard surface means 
walkers, cyclists, anglers and canoeists will 
now be able to use the mile-long section 
between Four Crosses and Carreghofa, just 
south of Llanymynech, and several new 
canoe access points have also been created. 

Russell George, Welsh Assembly mem¬ 
ber for Montgomeryshire, John Dodwell, 
Montgomery Canal Partnership chairman 
and trustee of the Canal & River Trust and 
Brenda Harvey, who chairs the trust’s wa¬ 
terway partnership, cut a ribbon to mark 
the opening of the new section of towpath 


and were joined by supporters of the canal 
on a walk along the new stretch of path. 

Mrs Harvey said: “We are delighted that 
another step along the path to the full res¬ 
toration of the Montgomery Canal has been 
completed. This section of towpath is pop¬ 
ular with both visitors and the local com¬ 
munity and we are pleased they can now 
enjoy this beautiful peaceful waterway in 
all weathers.” 

More than £1 million has already been 
invested in transforming a 14 mile sec¬ 
tion of the towpath between Newtown and 
Welshpool.

POWYS County Council will have to find £47 million more in funding 
cuts by 2020, the Cabinet has been warned. 

Members were told that despite saving £14 million of the £17 million target in 
the last financial year, further austerity measures will be brought in. 

The meeting, at County Hall, Llandrindod Wells, on Tuesday was told that the council 
underspent by £282,000 in the last year. 

Councillor Wynne Jones, cabinet member for finance, said: “We set ourselves a target 
of saving of more than £17 million during the year and have succeeded in delivering 
£14 million - 80 per cent of target - slightly down on the savings percentage for the last 
- financial year.

£40 per hour 
rate to clear 
wait times 

SOME staff at Shropshire’s orthopaedic 
hospital are being paid £40 an hour over¬ 
time in an attempt to clear a backlog of pa¬ 
tients waiting for routine operations. 

Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital NHS Foundation Trust, 
which runs the hospital in Gobowen, near 
Oswestry, is offering staff in specialist posi¬ 
tions four times the usual overtime rate as 
it tries to bring down waiting times. 

It was revealed last week that Monitor, 
the government’s health regulator, has 
launched an inquiry into the hospital be¬ 
cause it is concerned too many patients are 
waiting longer than the 18-week national 
target for routine operations. 

However hospital bosses have admitted 
the pay boost is a short-term solution to 
the problem. They say they are also look¬ 
ing to recruit more staff to ease pressure 
on the system. Trust bosses said: “Short 
term premium payment is currently ap¬ 
plied to a small number of staff but this is 
due to shortages in these specialities which 
reflects the national position and is not 
related to local factors.” Monitor’s investi¬ 
gation will examine the extent of the prob¬ 
lems, why they have occurred and what can 
be done to fix them. Concerns were raised 
in March over the long waiting times, and 
the trust said it had taken steps to address 
the problem. This month figures showed 70 
per cent of admitted patients were treated 
within 18 weeks, compared with a national 
target of 90 per cent. 


“The remaining 20 per cent which 
was not achieved will be carried forward 
and will have to be delivered in the year 
2015/16, along with the identified addi¬ 
tional savings. 

“The situation going forward continues 
to look difficult with the council looking to 
deliver at least a further £47 million sav¬ 
ings through to 2020 to deliver a balanced 
budget. 

“Because of the difficulty of the ongoing 
financial situation we have taken the op¬ 
portunity to capitalise £1.7 million revenue 
which allows the council set up a £2 million 
budget management reserve to assist with 
the difficult budget position going forward. 

“The outcome shows how difficult it is 
to meet these ongoing savings targets, but 
with a new Government now in place, with 
a clear mandate for continued austerity, 
it is clear that the cuts to public spending 
will continue to at least 2020 and maybe 
beyond. 

“As a council we are making preparation 
of at least a further £47million of funding 
cuts in the period 2016 to 2020.” 

Councillor Aled Davies, leader of the 
Conservative group, said there had been a 
huge turnaround in the council’s figures in 
the last couple of months and it is difficult 
for the audit committee or anyone else to 
have confidence in the figures when they 
have changed so much so quickly. 

Councillor Jones said part of the problem 
is that a lot of the savings identified by dif¬ 
ferent departments will only be achieved at 
the end of the financial year. 

He said now the Cabinet had agreed to 
move towards a three year budget plan 
and that should help the council to achieve 
more of its savings. 

Leader of the Liberal Democrat group, 
Councillor John Morris, said for the coun¬ 
cil to say it was within budget was not 
quite true because it had spent £249.704m 
when the budget was only £242.430m, the 
difference of £7.273m being funded out of 
reserves.

Repercussions of the DVLA 
decision to scrap paper driving 
licences took another turn this 
week when hiring a car became 
a near impossibility. 

Traditionally, drivers hiring a 
car had to present both their 
plastic photo card licence and 
the paper version, which records 
extra details such as convic¬ 
tions, to the rental company. 

But this week the DVLA told 
drivers to throw away the paper 
counterpart and instead use a 
code retrieved from its website, 
which the hire firm then uses to 
access driving records. But to 
retrieve the code you not only 
needed your driving licence de¬ 
tails but also your National Insur¬ 
ance number and most impor¬ 
tantly you also needed to be able 
to access the DVLA website. 

That’s normally easy enough 
but it crashed and that crash left 
thousands of motorists stranded 
- many of them holiday makers, 
landing at far away airports. 

The DVLA claims it is easy to 
access the website even if you 
are overseas, but this assumes 
you have a smartphone, a mo¬ 
bile signal and your Nl number. 
And they didn’t account for it 
crashing either. It’s all about 
the Government saving money 
of course, while assuming that 
everyone in the country has ac¬ 
cess to the internet - and that’s 
certainly not the case. 

I sampled a bit of the digital 
age gone crazy this week when 
testing a new Volvo XC90 which 
was packed with new technolo¬ 
gy. How anyone is expected to 
master all the gadgets and giz¬ 
mos included in this Swedish 
model is beyond me. 

It even contains voice sensi¬ 
tive controls which allow you to 
tell the car to cool down, warm 
up, find a location or select a 
radio station - the world’s going 
completely mad. 

The importance of checking 
your insurance policy before 
travelling overseas was brought 
crashing home to me this week 
when a family member was 
caught up in a holiday nightmare 
in Mexico. Insurers are defiantly 
refusing to fund an essential op¬ 
eration on a broken leg in a Mex¬ 
ican clinic as I write these words. 
Yet another example of buying 
online. It may cost a little more 
but a broker will ensure the small 
print is carefully read and knows 
all the tricks. 

On Sunday I witnessed a 
group of Welshpool volunteers 
being recognised by the town 
council for years of devoted 
service to their community at a 
ceremony to mark the Mayor’s 
annual parade. 

It truly is amazing to see how 
much time some people are will¬ 
ing to devote to causes such as 
supporting their local hospital or 
meals on wheels service or their 
favourite sports club.

Star lolo still loves to stay 
close to his proud roots 


He might be a famous TV 
face but lolo Williams still 
loves his roots. MARK 
AHPREWS reports _ 

HE has become a familiar fig¬ 
ure on our TV screens for his 
wildlife expertise and love of 
the great outdoors, but lolo 
Williams has never forgotten 
his Mid Wales roots and says 
they played a vital part in his 
success in forging a television 
career. 

In the latest series of the BBC hit 
show Springwatch, lolo has been ex¬ 
ploring the rugged landscapes of the 
Scottish islands 

“I found my first hen harrier nest 
on Orkney when I was 10 years old 
and I’ve been going up on the moors 
to look for hen harriers ever since,” 
says the former Llanfyllin High 
School pupil.” 

But while lolo enjoys visiting the most 
northern extremities of the British Isles, 
he says it was his childhood on the Welsh/ 
Shropshire border which really ignited 
his interest in nature. 

His childhood memories of wandering 
the rolling hills and vast moors around 
the border villages, accompanied by his 
faithful dog Bitw, are fresh in his mind, 
and his love affair with the area has not 
dimmed. 

“I grew up in Llanwddyn near Lake 
Vyrnwy, and you couldn’t ask for a better 
place if you had an interest in wildlife,” 
says the 52-year-old. 

“I was near a lake, farmland, woodland 
and the moors, from the age of about 
seven I would walk the moors with my 
little dog. 

“When we were living at Lake Vyrnwy,

we had a car, but there was only one 
car in the family, so we used to go all 
around the places in the nearby area. 

“Me and my friends would cycle down 
to Llanfyllin, and we would explore the 
area around there. 

“My mum was one of the best nest 
finders in the world, she could find 
them before the blackbirds. 

“I love going round finding nests. I 
never collect eggs, but I still enjoy find¬ 
ing nests,” he says. 

By his own admission, lolo was not 
the most diligent pupil in the world 
during his time at Llanfyllin. 

“When I was at secondary school I 
didn’t go into school every day,” he 
says. 

“I used to go off going bird nesting, 
catching snails and fishing and learning 
about wildlife.” 

However, he did manage to attend 


often enough to secure A-levels in biol¬ 
ogy and French, and went on to study 
ecology at North East London Polytech¬ 
nic. 

Today, he lives in a purpose-built 
“eco house” just outside Newtown, and 
after nearly half a century, he says the 
beauty of the area still captivates him 
as much as it did when he was a child. 

“There is a lovely nature reserve at 
Dolydd Hafren, I was there the other 
Sunday night until late, I watched a 
family of foxes just four miles from my 
house. 

“I meant to stay about an hour, but it 
was so fascinating I couldn’t tear myself 
away.” 

Springwatch, which is 10 years old 
this year, has been something of a sur¬ 
prise success story for the BBC, having 
built up a huge following, despite not 
having the big budgets of some other 


nature programmes. It is a sure-fire rat¬ 
ings winner for BBC2. 

“It is the simple format which is best,” 
lolo says. 

“It’s all about British wildlife, and 
that is important. 

“For years wildlife on television was 
about African elephants, Indian tigers, 
and things like that, which are very in¬ 
teresting, but people connect a lot better 
with wildlife they can see in their back 
garden or local park.” 

And he is keen to point out that no¬ 
body needs to travel far to learn about 
wonders of nature. 

“It doesn’t matter whether you live 
in the town or country, everybody lives 
within walking distance of a park or a 
garden,” he says. 

“Even if you have got a small garden it 
will attract birds and wildlife. The other 
week I was talking to a lad who used to 
live in Clapham, and he was telling me 
about what he had found in his garden.” 

Ten years after the fox-hunting ban 
came into force, the issue could be back 
on the political agenda after the Con¬ 
servatives pledged a free-vote on the 
matter during the election campaign, 
lolo is not convinced it will make any 
difference one way or the other. 

“Fox-hunting still goes on,” he says. 
He also believes that British agriculture 
has a bright future, despite the recent 
travails in the dairy farming industry. 

“It tends to go in peaks and troughs,” 
he says. 

“Out here, I’m surrounded by farms, 
and you tend to find that when the econ¬ 
omy is not doing very well, that is the 
time when sheep farming does better, 
and when the rest of the economy is 
on the up, sheep farming doesn’t do so 
well.” 

And he says that after a lifetime stud¬ 
ying wildlife and ecosystems, he has 
still barely scratched the surface: “The 
wonderful thing is you could live to be 
500 years old and you still wouldn’t have 
known the half of it. You really do learn 
something new every day.” 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 




One of the many manifesto 
commitments that I have wel¬ 
comed is the Government’s sup¬ 
port for working families. Child¬ 
care costs can be a burden on 
family finances and can prevent 
both parents from working, even 
if they wish to do so.

However child care costs are just 
the start. 

Those who are married are 
able to transfer £1,060 of their 
tax-free income to their spouse. 

The Government has also 
dedicated £30 million for vital re¬ 
lationship support services, pro¬ 
viding professional-led advice 
and assistance to families on 
everything from couples coun¬ 
selling to support for first time 
parents. Moreover, the new sys¬ 
tem of flexible parental leave is 
letting working parents share up 
to a year’s leave after the birth of 
their child. 

This helps to enable fathers 
to play a greater role in raising 
their children; it will help mothers 
return to work when it’s right for 
them, and create more flexible 
workplaces. 

In the last parliament we saw 
great improvements in the school 
system and I am confident that 
we can build on these successes 
over the next five years. 

From 2010 the coalition Gov¬ 
ernment was able to intervene 
in around half of local authori¬ 
ty-maintained schools rated ‘in¬ 
adequate’ by Ofsted. 

Last week’s new measures will 
allow the government to tackle 
100 per cent of these schools, 
which could see as many as 
1,000 local authority-maintained 
schools being transformed.

I WAS hugely entertained by David Jen¬ 
nings, head of regional and local program¬ 
ming BBC West Midlands in his bid to jus¬ 
tify the licence fee. 

The BBC is a state monopoly set up to 
limit free speech. 

When broadcasting was developed in 
the 1920s, there had been an explosion of 
private radio stations, broadcasting what¬ 
ever they liked in the USA.

According to Roger Mosey, 
former head of BBC television news, the 
BBC enjoys a 70 per cent share of ‘news 
consumption’ on British TV and radio. 

The BBC shares the same failings as 
every other state producer. The stagger¬ 
ingly huge salaries, vast waste, the mean¬ 
ingless jobs. The BBC cannot but have a 
huge influence on public debate in Britain, 


subtly colouring our views on everything 
from the EU and global warming, to ‘aus¬ 
terity’ and debt, the NHS, welfare reform. 

The BBC is run by cultured, educated, 
overpaid, snob socialist paternalists. They 
are over-confident, self-righteous, parasitic 
and poisonous. 

Make no mistake. The BBC has played 
a key role in the transformation of Britain 
from a thriving, prosperous, free country, 
into a under-confident colony of the Eu¬ 
ropean Union. We, its victims, should not 
have to pay a licence fee for it.

BUDDING historians are invited to 
dig in and join a day of archaeology on 
a prehistoric site. 

The Clwyd-Powys Archaeological 
Trust (CPAT) will be excavating the 
site of Mathrafal Ring Ditch in Math- 
rafal, Meifod, for one week at the be¬ 
ginning of July.

Henges are rather enigmatic but 
date to the Neolithic period - the late 
Stone Age around 4000 to 2200BC. 

Paul Belford, director of CPAT, 
said: “This exciting excavation pro¬ 
ject aims to confirm the results of the 
geophysical survey. This is a wonder¬ 
ful opportunity to work with the local 
community and achieve some really 
high quality research.”

Crews called to 
feed factory fire 

SIX fire crews were sent to tackle a 
blaze at an animal feed factory in the 
early hours.

Mr Peters-Bond said: “Firefighters 
contained the fire to the second floor 
of the building and extinguished it 
using hose reel jets, breathing appa¬ 
ratus and thermal imaging cameras. 

“The fire involved machinery on the 
second floor of the building. The aerial 
unit from Shrewsbury was used for in¬ 
spection purposes.” 

TWo are hurt in 
crash on A5 route 

TWO drivers escaped serious injury 
after a crash which closed a road for 
more than an hour. 

The smash happened at about 
8.10am on Thursday last week on the 
B4379 between Shotatton crossroads 
at the A5 and Ruyton XI Towns.

Russell George, Montgomeryshire 
Assembly Member, said he congratu¬ 
lated everyone behind the new service 
between Shrewsbury and Aberyst¬ 
wyth. 

The new service calls at stations includ- 
ingWelshpool and Newtown. 

Mr George said: “I pay tribute to all the 
groups and individuals who have cam¬ 
paigned for many years for hourly services 
to commence on this route. 

“The additional train services run from 
Aberystwyth to Shrewsbury and provide a 
long-awaited improvement in rail services 
for the people of Mid Wales, providing 
additional opportunities for residents to 
access key public services and a more fre¬ 
quent commuter service for those needing 
to travel to Aberystwyth, Shrewsbury or 
Birmingham. 

“It will also boost tourism in the area. 

“The benefits will be transformative 
across Mid Wales for residents, local busi¬ 
nesses and visitors.” 

Mr George said: “Over the years, I have 
consistently urged the Welsh Government 
to prioritise this issue, as it is clear that 
good quality transport connectivity is of 
significant economic importance to Mid 
Wales.” 


Species on the way back to region 



Plans have been announced to reintroduce pine martens to Mid Wales 


THEY were once a familiar 
sight in our countryside - and 
now pine martens are to be 
brought south from the Scottish 
Highlands in an effort to bring 
them back. 

Pine martens are so rare in 
Mid Wales that conservationists 
are unable to give population es¬ 
timates. But a new project aims 
to reintroduce them by captur¬ 
ing breeding couples in Scotland 
and releasing them on protected 
sites in Mid Wales. 

The Vincent Wildlife Trust 
in the process of finding areas 
where they have the best chance 
of survival. 

The £1.2 million pine marten 
recovery project plans to move 
the first 20 to Mid Wales this au¬ 
tumn, the trust said, with a fur¬ 
ther 20 possibly being brought 
in next year. 

Reasons for their decline in¬ 
clude the loss of habitat, fur 
hunting and a cull by gamekeep¬ 
ers in the early 1990s. 

There have been sightings of 
pine martens in Mid Wales in 
recent years and in 2012 a car¬ 
cass was discovered. But experts 
believe they are on the verge of 
extinction from the region.

Former teacher 
dies aged 102 

A FORMER deputy headteacher who 
was praised for her efforts during the 
Second World War has died at the age 
of 102. 

Rene Lea, from Pant, who had lived 
independently until she was 100, died 
at the Woodland Residential Home at 
Morda on May 23. 

Mrs Lea lived in Trefonen until she 
was 18 and won a scholarship from 
Trefonen School to the Oswestry Girls 
High School. 

She went on to spend 42 years 
teaching, beginning at Stiperstones 
School. She moved to Trewern School 
in 1936 and when she was there 
helped to raise funds for the war effort 
by getting people to invest in national 
savings - something that led to her 
being invited to a Buckingham Palace 
garden party in 1946. 

After attending St Mary’s Train¬ 
ing College, Bangor, in 1947 to gain 
her teaching certificate she became a 
teacher for army schools abroad and 
later taught at schools in Oswestry. 
She retired in 1972.

Four of the West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service Responder volunteers 
put the residents through their paces 
on Saturday when they had chance to 
practise resuscitation, cardiac com¬ 
pression and how to deal with chok¬ 
ing in a baby, child or adult. They also 
learned what to do in the event of a 
heart attack, stroke and severe bleed¬ 
ing. 

The session was free but more than £100 
in donations were made to the Oswestry 
Community Responders by participants. 

It was organised by Oswestry Cambrian 
Rotary Club and held at Oswestry Fire 
Station. Organiser Mike Lade said: “Each 
attendee went away with a richly deserved 
Heart Start certificate issued by the British 
Heart Foundation which means that each 
now has the skills to sustain life until the 
ambulance service can get to them - liter¬ 
ally skills for life.” 

Further courses will be held in the next 
few months for members of the public to 
learn how to use the defibrillators installed 
at five locations around the town. 

Mr Lade said: “They are life savers in yel¬ 
low boxes - people just needs the confidence 
on how to use them. They are electronic, 
they talk to you to tell you what to do step- 
by-step and you cannot do any harm, only 
good.”

A CLOSED landfill site in 
Oswestry is taking part in a Eu¬ 
ropean-funded project to boost 
the amount of energy generated 
from gas at old sites and reduce 
landfill emissions across the 
country. 

Maesbury Road landfill site Oswest¬ 
ry is one of five sites selected by the En¬ 
vironment Agency to take part in the 
Acumen project and it has installed a 
bio-oxidation unit to help break down 
the methane in the landfill gas. 

Each of the project sites is being equipped 
with different technologies to use the gas 
from the landfills and reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions. The new systems will be 
continuously monitored and the informa¬ 
tion used to identify viable approaches to 
managing gas economically from old sites 
where the accepted view is that gas flows 
are too low, and prove the business case for 
their wider take up. 

Mai Price, Shropshire Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for regulatory services, said: 
“Methane is one of the most potent green¬ 
house gasses - 21 times more powerful 
than C02. Landfills generate methane for 
as long as they are breaking down waste. 
Speeding up the waste degradation process 
helps the restoration of landfills, but this 
can also lead to an increase in the quantity 
of harmful methane emitted. 

“Part of our job is to manage this process 
to minimise these emissions and their im¬ 
pact on the environment. 

“Our work at Maesbury Road to cap¬ 
ture the gas that is being produced from 
the landfill and break down the methane 
by bio-oxidation will help us reduce green¬ 
house gas emissions from landfills.” 

“Maesbury Road is a good example of 
smaller, older landfills that have been 
closed for a very long time, where methane 
levels are lower and it’s more difficult to 
extract and utilise the gas. 

“We are very excited to be taking part in 
a project that could see a major shift in the 
way smaller older landfills are managed in 
the future.” 

Geoff Baxter, spokesman for the Acumen 
project, said: “At Maesbury Road we have 
installed a new bio-oxidation unit and we 
will be piping the gas through a special¬ 
ly-developed compost mixture containing 
bacteria which will help to break down the 
methane. 

“Monitoring this closely will allow us to 
assess the efficiency of bio-oxidation as a 
way of reducing methane emissions.”

Thea, who lives in Bridgnorth, is 
recovering from serious illness. 

One minute she was working 
with her horses, wondering why she 
didn’t seem to have the energy she 
usually had, and the next she was 


sitting in front of a doctor being told 
she was seriously ill with leukaemia 
and being escorted into an isolation 
room at the Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital. 

Within 24 hours the 37-year-old 
had embarked on her first of four 
cycles of chemotherapy. She was 
told she wouldn’t be discharged for 
quite some time. 

Since that day in December, Thea 
has battled back to health and is 
now fundraising to say thank you to 
staff at the hospital’s blood cancer 
department, who she says saved her 
life. 

Thea added that the next fund¬ 
raiser will be a ladies pamper night 
at Oswestry Rugby Club on July 4.

“The enthusiasm of those we have 
met has been inspiring and we would 
hope that some of them will encour¬ 
age future business development in 
the UK.” 

The visit was funded by the Life 
Long Learning Project, Leonardo, and 
hosted by the Swedish Federation of 
Farmers. Liz Wilcox, of the college’s 
enterprise and development depart¬ 
ment, said: “The visit was a great 
success and we currently have a group 
of farmers and smallholders visiting 
Italy under the same project - Pre¬ 
mium Produce. Not only do partici¬ 
pants on the visits get to see different 
working methods and techniques but 
they can learn from new ideas from a 
European perspective also.”

Owls can help get young 
interested in our wildlife 


GETTING children interested in 
wildlife (or perhaps that should 
read ‘keeping’ children interest¬ 
ed in wildlife) and inspiring the 
next generation of conservation¬ 
ists, is without doubt one of the 
most important things we can do. 

For this to happen you need acces¬ 
sible animals. Reptiles, amphibians 
and insects are great for this and 
many a conservation career has begun 
with looking under stones and logs at 
newts, frogs and toads and catching 
butterflies and minnows in nets. 

Mammals and birds are a bit trickier but 
June is one of the best months to attempt it. 

Fox and badger cubs can, if you’re lucky, 
be seen in the balmy evenings, frolicking 
along field margins or, in the case of foxes, 
in one’s back garden. Fledgling birds of 
many species are hopping around and al¬ 
though these should never be picked up, 
they can provide a closer viewing opportu¬ 
nity for eager youngsters. But the chances 
of these creatures really exciting children 
are elevated if they are rousing, attractive 
and remarkable in their own right. It also 
helps if they’re ‘cute’. The little owl ticks all 
these boxes and the fledglings can be seen 
from now onwards. 

Little owls were introduced into Britain 
and, more recently, New Zealand. They 
hunt mostly at dawn and dusk, swooping 
down from a perch on to small mammals 
and insects. Surprisingly perhaps, they 
are also not adverse to eating plant mate¬ 
rial and berries. The male and female bird 



construct nests within hollow cavities. Old 
farm buildings and the cracked boughs of 
oaks seem to be a favourite spot. 

Helpfully the little owl is both noisy and 
highly visible where it exists and it is one of 
the most diurnal species of owl in the world. 
In some parts of its range it often hunts 
during the day, although, its main period of 
activity is between dusk and dawn. When 
searching for them during the daylight 
hours, or enjoying a stroll in the evening, 
‘look high’. Little owls are generally en¬ 
countered perched on posts or telegraph 
wires, scanning the ground for prey. 

It feeds upon small mammals, birds, rep¬ 
tiles, amphibians, beetles, crickets, earwigs 
and earthworms but because of its size, 
insects are particularly favoured, and may 
form up to 98 per cent of this species’ diet. 

If you’re lucky enough to have them in 
your vicinity, you’ve really got no excuse for 
missing the ‘cute’ fledglings when they start 
screeching and hopping about their nesting 
area. With their very helpful diurnal habits 
and the fact that little owls will return time 
and time again to the same nest location, 
(one British owl was recorded using the 
same site for over 25 years) there will never 
be a better time to see them...well either 
now, or the next quarter century.

Council firm on 
target to give 
a small profit 

SHROPSHIRE Council’s private company IP&E is set to 
make a small profit this year, boss Keith Barrow told a 
meeting of the county’s business leaders. 

He said revenue for the stand alone business is set to top 
£15 million after many more services were carried over. 

Mr Barrow said complaints about a lack of information 
about the standalone private company, into which the 
council is depositing many of its services, was due to the 
slow, complex process of transfer. 

“It’s getting to a turnover of approximately £15 million 
for this year, and I believe it will return a small profit,” Mr 
Barrow said. 

“The figures are not finalised but that’s what I hope.” 

He also insisted that the project, which made a loss of 
£114,701 on revenue of £305,945 last year, was worthwhile 
regardless of its bottom line. 

“If IP&E didn’t make a penny by 2017 it would still have 
saved the council £750,000,” Mr Barrow added, “because as 
we move things across we cut the budget and save money.” 

The Shropshire Council leader was speaking at the an¬ 
nual Shropshire Council Economic Summit, attended by 
more than 100 business owners. 

The conference, at Shrewsbury Town FC’s Greenhous 
Meadow stadium, also heard from Shropshire Business 
Board chairman Mandy Thorn, council chief executive 
Clive Wright, Steve Charmley - the portfolio holder for 
business and IP&E - and West Midlands Economic Forum 
economist Paul Forrest, who talked about the state of the 
county’s economy, and plans for devolved powers to differ¬ 
ent parts of the country. 

Many questions from the floor focused on plans by the 
council to cut its number of tourism officers from two to 
one. 

Tony Bywater, chairman of Salop Leisure, was among 
those to question the decision, warning that it could detract 
from the sector, which is worth around £500 million to the 
county’s economy. 

He said: “I urge you to give serious thought to this. We 
know we have got to do more ourselves to promote tourism, 
but we need to have a definite link between ourselves and 
Shropshire Council, and the same applies in Telford.” 

Mr Charmley said the move was “strategic”, and was 
designed to bring together other county-based tourism or¬ 
ganisations. He added: “The officer will be a single point of 
contact for all things tourism.”

Generations of children have enjoyed a kickabout, 
like these Glasgow youngsters in 1948 

IN the Shifnal kickabouts of the 1940s and 
early 1950s, Nigel Williamson had a key 
position - because he was the only one 
with a proper ball. 

“There weren’t too many about,” recalls 
82-year-old Nigel. 

“It was a proper leather case ball, and it was mine. 

“My mother managed to get one every Christmas 
from somewhere. 

“She was well in with somebody - I think it was the 
local toy shop. 

“It so happened I was the only one who had got one 
at the top end of the town. 

“Once we started to play they all came down on a 
Sunday afternoon.” 

So what began with himself and about half a dozen 
mates going down to the meadow for a kickabout 
on Sunday afternoons quickly expanded into mega 
matches with sometimes up to 40 players. 

“The meadow is now the main playing field near the 
Beech Drive estate in Shifnal, over the back from the 
Royal George pub. 

“We used to pick two sides and use jackets or jerseys 
as goalposts and play for two to three hours. 

“It was so enjoyable that some of the surviving par¬ 
ticipants still talk about it jokingly when we meet in 
the street, saying: ‘See you down the meadow at three 
o’clock.’” 

Nigel lived in those days in Haughton Road, but lives 
now in Wesley Crescent. 

“I had to go and do my National Service. Fortunately 
I was posted quite close and I used to pop home every 
two weeks and perhaps have a little game. 

“They carried on when I was not there. 

“As time progressed they gradually drifted away and 
it eventually ended as people got older. As time went 
on they gradually had proper football leagues, which 
didn’t exist then. 

“It’s a pity it was not photographed, but then people 
didn’t do so much photography in those days.” 

Although Nigel didn’t cast himself in the role of any 
particular footballing hero as they played, there were 
inevitably those who did. 

“Some of them did relate to people like Stan Cullis 
of Wolves or Stubbins of Liverpool - I can’t remember 
his first name.” 

It was Albert, who had a later claim to fame when 
he appeared on the cover of the Beatles’ Sgt Pepper’s 
Lonely Hearts Club Band album, sandwiched between 
George Bernard Shaw and Albert Einstein. 

Nigel has jotted down all those he can remember 
from those kickabouts. 

Apart from himself, Nigel Williamson, he lists Peter 
Jeffreys, Don Garbett, Fred Drew, Tom Doughty, Allen 
Jones, Joe Pinches, Bill Stubbs, Frank Hewitt, George 
Cherrington, Sam Timmins. 

Derek Broom, Bill, Norman, and Dennis Mountford, 
Brian Nipper, Don Powell, Reg Corser, Peter Massey, 
Cliff Hughes, Ron Lockley, Roy Timmins, Reg and Ron

Pilot’s tales of war 
revealed in new book 


IT was one of those ironies of 
war. 

Night fighter pilot Bryan Wild was 
taking a short break in Shropshire 
from front line flying when he had his 
closest brush with death. 

And his deadly foe was not an enemy air¬ 
craft on his tail, nor the dreaded flak - but 
his pair of goggles. 

Bryan was on a routine flight from RAF 
High Ercall to deliver a Spitfire to an air¬ 
field in South Wales when, to get a better 
view, he pulled back the cockpit canopy. 

What happened next was bizarre, and 
came very close to killing him. 

The story has been told by Mrs Elizabeth 
Halls, the daughter of the late Flight Lieu¬ 
tenant Bryan Wild, who has pulled together 
his diaries and tales, together with her own 
research, in a new book called “Flying 
Blind.” 

Mrs Halls, who lives near Leominster, is 
paying homage to her father over the sum¬ 
mer by visiting all the UK airfields at which 
he landed during his RAF service, and at 
the same time raising money for the Royal 
Air Force Benevolent Fund, the charity 
which did so much to help him and support 
the family in the final part of his life. 

She will visit 60 airfields in all, and has 
already come to Shropshire to visit the local 
airfields at which he landed - RAF Shaw¬ 
bury, and the sites of the disused airfields at 
Atcham and High Ercall. Elizabeth is doing 
her “tour” in a 1935 Singer Le Mans, as 
that was her father’s favourite car. 

The book tells, in Bryan’s own words, of 
that extraordinary incident which nearly 
cost him his life. 

He says that in February 1942, the month 
he was promoted to Flight Sergeant, he was 
asked if he would like a week’s rest. No. 3 
Delivery Flight, based at High Ercall, was 
desperately short of its complement of ci¬ 
vilian pilots to deliver a variety of aircraft 
to and from various aerodromes throughout 
Great Britain. 

It was similar, he said, to a person taking 
his car to a local garage for repairs and ser¬ 
vicing, and then having to collect it later. 

Offered a 10-day break to join the outfit, 
he accepted, and arrived at High Ercall air¬ 
field on February 3. 

His first outing was on February 7 in a 
Spitfire lib, a type he had never flown be¬ 
fore, to give him a chance to become famil¬ 
iar with Spitfires. 

“The next day I was detailed to ferry a 
Spitfire Ha down south to Llandow, South 
Wales,” he said. 

He always kept his flying goggles perched 
on the top of his helmet, so they were ready

should he need to protect his eyes in case of 
a fire or an uncontrollable oil leak. 

“The goggles’ strap was threaded through 
a loop at the back of the helmet to keep it 
in place. 

“It was because of these goggles that I 
was about to experience a nasty and rather 
bizarre incident. 

“It was only the fact that I was a reason¬ 
able height above ground when it happened 
that saved me from disaster.” 

It was a fine day and finding his way was 
simply a case of following the River Severn 
to South Wales and then, when the coast 
came into view, turning starboard to head 
towards the airfield at Llandow. 

“Nearing my destination and flying at 
2,000 feet, I wanted to be sure of my posi¬ 
tion, so to get a clearer view of the ground I 
decided to pull back the sliding canopy and 
look out. 

“To do this I released a metal catch at 
the front edge where it met the main wind¬ 
screen and yanked backwards to pull the 
canopy over my head. As the hood shot 
back, this catch got entangled in the nose- 
bridge of the goggles, and my head was 
snapped back with tremendous force. 

“I was locked there, with my gaze pinned 
upwards to the sky, unable to turn away. 
Within seconds, the Spitfire had thrown it¬ 
self into a climbing, slow roll to starboard 
as the joystick was pulled involuntarily 
backwards. It then turned on its back and 
started to plunge to earth. I frantically 
wrestled with the helmet to tear it, literally, 
off my head. With seemingly superhuman 
effort I managed it eventually. Only then 
could I direct my attention to getting the 
aircraft back to normal flight. 

“But by this time the altitude needle 
was throwing away hundreds of feet and as 
I eventually levelled out I was shocked to 
find that I was down to less than 500 feet. 
It took me some time to calm down. I was 
trembling like a falling leaf. A short time 
later my heart rate was back to near normal 
and the Spitfire was safely delivered. When 
I landed I found Fit Lt Saunders already 
there waiting to fly me back in a Dominie 
twin-engined biplane. I had a strange tale 
to tell him. 

“After this, I never wore goggles again.”

A four-speaker Arkamys® audio system, 
Bluetooth and a USB port are included in the 
specification, along with 17-inch alloys and a 
cornering function in the front fog lights. 

Seat covers that can be unzipped and 
machine washed at home are also featured, 
another of Captur’s useful innovations that 
families are sure to appreciate. 

On test was the next model in the range, 
Dynamique S Nav, which also has rear park¬ 
ing sensors, a folding function on door mir¬ 
rors and extra-tinted rear window and tail¬ 
gate glass and hitting the road at £18,495. 
Options fitted included metallic paint, heated 
front seats, European mapping, Tom-Tom 
navigation, interior style pack, R-Link mul¬ 
timedia system and rear parking camera 
pushed the price up to £19,195. 

The dCi90 had a top speed of 106mph 
and 0-62mph in 13.1 seconds but more im¬ 
portantly produced combined fuel figures of

76.4mpg - Renault claim 83.1mpg on the 
extra urban cycle and just 95g/km of emis¬ 
sions. 

Inside there’s ample room for five pas¬ 
sengers and the 60/40 split rear bench can 
be slid forwards or backwards or folded 
flat. The boot is big enough too, offering a 
variable boot floor and 455 litres of space, 
easily passing the golf club test. 

On the road there’s very little engine or 
wind noise, though the suspension is a lit¬ 


tle noisy when put to the test. You get six 
airbags, stability control, emergency brake 
assist and hill-start assist as standard on 
the entire range and the Captur achieved 
a five-star Euro NCAP crash test rating. 
There are deadlocks and a Thatchum ap¬ 
proved immobiliser. 

A week behind the wheel was long 
enough to suggest that this model has a 
big future in the UK where the supermini 
crossover sector continues to grow.

Motoring 
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This ‘superb’ estate 



Skoda is bargain basement no 
longer, but still a bargain never¬ 
theless and underpinned by the 
quality of the VW group. 

So successful has the transformation 
of the Czech brand been, that it now 
challenges VW with a cheaper alterna¬ 
tive that still feels of the highest quality. 

There are many models, but the estate 
version of the Octavia is one of the best, 
offering practicality with a massive boot, ex¬ 
cellent fuel economy, especially through the 
VW sourced engines and a solid build qual¬ 
ity. It offers the biggest boot space in its 
class, matching and shaming bigger cars. 

It is also cheap to run for business users 
who will look keenly at the massive stowage 
space available with low C02 emissions 
meaning. 

There is also the four wheel-drive version 
tested here which adds to the practicality. 
It won’t be tackling river crossings, but will 
prove sure-footed and stable in muddy or 
snowy conditions thanks to the extra grip 
and upgraded suspension at the rear. 

The exterior design is hardly eye-pop- 
ping, it has an unfussy functional look that 
will not offend, although it features neat light 
clusters front and back, with all models fea¬ 
turing alloys wheels. 

Add roof rails and it looks smarter still 
and like many estates these days, no longer 
the ugly duckling compared to the saloon. 

The interior has a less-is-more simplicity, 
with a neat, practical layout which is intui¬ 
tive and easy to use. High quality soft touch 
plastics and hard-wearing upholstered 
seats give the car a feeling of quality and 
solidity. Seats are adjustable so you can get 
a decent driving position, ever for shorter 
people while all-round vision is good. 


The best bit, of course, is the boot 
space, offering 610 litres of space with the 
rear seats in place, 1,740 litres with the 
rear bench folded, which can be done by 
releasing a single catch for the seats to fold 
flat. 

A shopping net and cargo hooks will 
keep things stable in the cavernous space. 

All models are well equipped with the 
mid-range SE tested here offering plenty: 
foglights, touchscreen infotainment screen, 
with CD player, Bluetooth, DAB digital radio 
four-spoke leather steering wheels, drive 
mode selection, dual zone climate control, 
USB and aux-in connection sockets,voice 


control for phone and navigation where 
specified. 

There is a choice of petrol and diesel en¬ 
gines with the model here featuring a pow¬ 
erful, yet frugal two-litre diesel. It is plenty 
quick enough, but fuel economy is stunning 
with a claimed 57.6mpg with 124 g/km of 
C02 making it cheap to run. 

Put your foot down and the car will hit 
60mph from a standing start in just 8.7 sec¬ 
onds, but take care, economy plummets. It 
is a superb engine, refined and quiet and 
performs admirably on urban road or mo¬ 
torways. As an aid to economical driving 
the SE features Driving Mode Selection, 


with Normal, Eco, Sport and Individual set¬ 
tings. These change the throttle setting and 
steering set up. Select economy and with 
stop/start technology, you really can eke the 
fuel out. 

For safety there are seven airbags: front, 
front side, curtain and driver’s knee, plus 
driver fatigue sensor, hill hold control, plus 
traction and stability control programmes 
and automatic post collision braking sys¬ 
tem. 

Starting at £15,745, it’s a lot of car for 
the money. Practical and spacious and rea¬ 
sonably stylish, its hard to fault the Octavia 
Estate.

Make sure your pet travels in safety 


Holidaymakers planning to take their 
four-legged friend with them on the road 
this summer must make sure they travel 
safely, a local expert has warned. 

Sallyanne Burdon, of Henshalls Insurance 
Brokers in Newport and Shrewsbury, said there 
were strict rules about travelling with pets which 
motorists could not afford to ignore. 

“The Highway Code says all dogs or other animals 
must be suitably restrained inside the vehicle so they 
cannot distract the driver or injure anyone if the vehi¬ 
cle stops quickly. 

“And if drivers flout the rules, they could find they 
lose their licence or their insurers could refuse to pay 


out if an accident does happen. If you don’t follow 
the guidelines, not only are you risking injury, but you 
could face costs running into thousands of pounds 
as you’ll be liable for any damage to your own car 
and any other cars involved - as well as any medical 
costs or other expenses.” 

The law recommends using a seat belt harness, 
pet carrier, dog cage or dog guard as the best way to 
keep your family - and your pet - safe on a road trip. 

“The recommended safety solutions are not ex¬ 
pensive and yet they could save you from a costly 
mistake and serious injuries,” said Sallyanne. 

“As well as the safety precautions, there are several 
steps you can take to make travelling with your pet 
a more pleasurable experience. Try to take your dog 


for a long walk before you set off so it’s more likely to 
sleep during the journey, and don’t feed them for two 
hours before you travel, to avoid motion sickness. 

“Keep the car cool while you’re driving, and plan 
your journey to include lots of regular breaks - this 
will give your pet time for a toilet break and to get 
some much-needed fresh air. 

“Make sure your dog has plenty of water available 
and never leave them in the car alone, especially on 
hot days, as this can prove fatal. 

“So rather than letting your dog climb all over the 
seats - and your family! - which will inevitably lead 
to a stressful journey, make sure they are safely se¬ 
cured, just as you would with your children. The risks 
for everyone involved are just not worth taking.”
